There have been some important changes in the dues structure of the club. Under the old 
system dues for a reguler membership coulé be paid either at the rate of $5.99 per year ; 
or 50¢ per month ($6.90 a year). The five dollars membership fee as now beea eliminated 
in favor of a single rate of six dollars which must now be paid in a lump su, rather than 
at a monthly rate. This will increase our revenue somewhet, but it has its preatest wealue 
in reducing the complicated bookkeeping which hes been en unnecessary burden to the Treas- 
urer. The one dollar initiation fee has been eliminated. To further simplify the book- 


__keeping task we are going to operate on a calender year basis (Jan 1 to Dec 31) so that 
W5CEC can have one big headache instead of twelve little ones. That means all the dues 


for the up-coming year will be paid by everyone in January. Those who are listed below 
are paid up only partly thru 1959, end in order to get in step on a yearly basis, they 
will have to pay for the remainder of the year at. the tete of 50¢ per month. The number 
of months needed to complete the 1959 dues ia listed efter the call. Try to get the
